THE PROPOSBD OOMMISSIONS.
Tax publio indignation which has been ex-
cited by the infamous project to place the
government of the oity of Philadelphia in
the bands of all-powerful and irresponsible
oommissions, will undoubtedly make itself
heard at the meeting to be held at Hortionl-
$ural Hall to-morrow evening. It is scarcely
neoocessary for us to urge the solid men of
Philadelphia to attend this meeting and to
protest, by their presence at least, against
the attempt that is being made'to hand them
over to the tender mercies of a gang of
thieves—for such the commissions will un-
doubtedly prove to be if they ever get into
operation. The people of this ocity are, we
are thankfal to believe, fally
aroused to the importanoe of
ohecking the conspiracy against their liber-
ties in its incipiency, and it will be their own
fault if the Legislature is not made to under-
stand that there are some outrages whioch will
not be tamely submitted to, The imporiance
of the meeting to-morrow evening is so well
understood that it is almost superfluoua for
us to dwell npon it, but we will call the atten-
tion of the gentlemen who will speak upon
the occasion to one or two points which are of
more than ordinary importance.
The sixth section of the bill for the crea-
tion of the Board of Pablic Works is as fol-
lows: —

4]t shall be the duty of the Board of Public Works
to cause the sireets, innes, and alloys Iald out on the
snbl.ln plan to be opened, and such a8 they may

eem necessary for the public inter esta to take pos.
session of, and to cause the same to be paved,
curbed, and, when necessary, culverted: Provided,
That it shall not be lawful for the sald board to take
fon of any sireet, road, avenue, or
way until they have given or teudered
to the owners of mroperty fronting om the
streeta, roads, and ways opened or about
to be openeq, the bond of the city of Philadelphia,
to be executed by the President of sald board, at-
tested by the clerk thereof and the aeal of the said
board, conditioned for the payment of such damages
as the owners of said property may be awarded by
A8 jury drawn under the existi laws relating to
opening streets and assess! amages therefor;
and for that purpose the Board of Public Works 18
hereby aunthorized to issue the bond of the clty of
Philadelphia, executed as aforesald.”

It will be seen that this makes it obliga-
tory upon the commissieners to cause all the
streets, lanes, and alleys on the city plan to
be opened, paved, curbed, and, when neces-
sary, to be culverted. We would like to know
how many of the citizens of Philadelphia have
any adequate idea of the maguitude of the
task thus entrusted to the half-dozen gentle-
men named as Commissioners of Publio
Works? The ocity plan covers the whole
county of Philadelphia, and all the strects are
laid out upon it in order that trouble and con-
fusien may be avoided in the future when the
streets come to be opened. If the streetls are
not laid down, any person who may build a
house in the rural districts, whioh it may
be necessary hereafter to remove to make
way for a street, will be able to obtain
damages. If the streets are laid down,
however, it his daty to build his house upon
the line of a street, and he will place it else-
where at his own risk. By far the larger por-
tion of the county of Philadelphia consists of
farm lands, which will not in the ordinary
course of eventsa be cut by streets for many
years to come; and yet this bill makes it the
duty of the commissioners to set to work and
open streets to an indefinite extent in every
direction.

There are now about 900 miles of streets,
alleys, and lanes open for travel. Some of
these thoroughfares are paved, curbed, and
oulverted, and others are not, and probably
will not be for some time to come. When

we say that the nomber of miles
of stresta already opened do not
equal one-fifth of the number upon

the city plan, we are very far within the
mark. It may be safely assorted that 50,000
wiles of streets are yet wo be opened, paved,
curbed, guttered, and culverted. This is a
fact that speaks for itscl’, and does not re-
quire comment,

Previons to the last election in New York
there were 20,000 men upon the ocity pay-
rolls, every one of whom, as a matter of
course, voted the straight Tweed ticket.
With 50,000 miles of streets to be opened in
this city, our Commissioners of Public Works
will -have opportunities that will make
Tweed think New York but a poor place to
operate in after all. Leaving out of con-
sideration the magnificent opportunities for
absolutely unrestrained plonder, the Com-
missioners of Public Works can have 100,000
men wupon the city pay.rolls at the
next election, and can consequently elect
any ficket they may choose to put
up. Bome of our roaders may imagine that
this is an exaggeration, but we can assure
those who are inolined to take a roseate view
of the situation that the men for whose spe-
clal benefit it is proposed to create these
commissions will take care to colonize every
waxd in this ity to & sufficlent extent to oarry
the eleotions, even if it should be n
to have 500,000 wen in their pay in order to ac-
complish their ends and perpétuate their power.
Let the commission bills pass the Legislature
and receive the assent of the Governor, snd
the citizens of Philadelphia will bave abso-
lutely no relief except by revolution,

Lacustazive Lanos.—The law-makers of
New York are very industrious Ahis season,

snd have made such good progress that the
World, in an Albany despatoh, shows how

thoy have ‘‘accomplished cousiderable work,"

by means of & comparison with the resnlt of
their labora np to a corresponding date last
year. The nnmber of bills introdnoed in the
Honse of Represeniatives has increased from
061 to 908, the nnmber reported from 552 to
587, and the nnmber passed from 180 to 225,
the only decrease heing iu the item of bills
ordered to third reading, which was 275 in
1870 snd 270 in 1871, It wounld be interest.
ing to know how many of thesa 225 bills
which bave passed the Honse slready em-
brace subjects of legitimate and neosasary
legislation. Certainly, not a tithe of them.
But, then, Albany is worse than Harrisbnrg,
Bors Tweed rona the whole lagislative bhnsi-
ness io New York, and rans'it sy stematically
and without & semblance of opposition, while
in this State his imitutors are merely setting
themeclves about the task of introducing
all the Tammany improvensnts,

A TURNING-POINT IN

POLITICS,
Ix the whirligigs of Ameriean politios epochs
ocoasionally ocour when the fate of parties
depends npon comparatively trifling eveuts,
and the tide of battle is tnrned in one dirce
tion or another by the incidents and accidenta
of the hour. There are many indioations that
one of these epochs has now arrived, and 'hat
the continned ascendancy of RHepnblicani=m
is seriously threatened. Geperal Granl's ad-
ministration, from which 8o mnoh was hoped,
ig ropidly declining in popnlarity; and while
it is mavifest that there will be a powerful
op) osition to his renomination,
serious fears bave been awakened that,
a« muiters are now progressing, a Demoorat
will succeed him in the Presidential ohuir,
We reler to these conjectures mot for the
purpoee of making captions complaints, but
to indicate to all whom it may concern the
plain drift of public sentiment, so that timely
precautions may, if possible, be yet taken to
maintain the rule of the party which has ren.
dered such mighty service to the country.
The old feeling of antagonism to the Rebsl-
lion no longer furnishes an irresistible source
of pertiean strength, and the conrse of the
administration in appointing some of the
most mnotorions Kebels to  important
offices indicates that it does not even
wish its adherents to relight the camp-fires of
the war. Of the Republican politicians, a
very considerable number have been aslion-
ated, not merely by the disappointment of
their aspirations for office (for this was inevi-
table), but by what they deem oontemptnons
treatment, undne preference to relatives and
personal friends, and disregard of the nsages
of officisl circles. All these feelings have
been intensified by the recent demonstration
agninst Benator Sumner. However nuim.
portant his displacement from a Seopa-
torial committee may be in itself, it
will consolidate and gunicken the opposition
within the Republican ranks to the adminis-
tration, and intensify the perila arising from
the division of a party against itself,

But no matter-what the politicians may
think or do, the adwinistration might still be
a tower of strength if it was entrenched in the
hearts of the American people. Its chief at-
tempts to seoure their regard, however, so
far a8 they have been developed, are

based on two mesasures—the rapid ex-
tinotion of the public debt and the
soquisition of San Domingo. We fear,

bowever, thut more votes will be lost than
won by this programme. However anxious
the American people are to maintain the
national credit, they are inexorably opposed to
the infliction of unnecessiry burdens upon a
generation which has already undergone so
much privition and suffered 8o many extor-
tions. "Phe rich men resent keenly the con-
tinuation of the odious, nunequal, unjnst, and
oppressive income tax, and the poor men of
the present day ask why they should be
loaded down with taxes which pro-
duce revenues far in exo0ess
of the essential reqnirements of the National
Treasury. It isa grand thing to enforee the
laws and to collect the taxes faithfully, but
from time immemorial, and in all nations, no
watter what might be their form of govern-
ment, the imposition of useless taxes has
ever been a sure road to uunpopularity. At
this moment the contraction of the currency
also greatly increases the inconveniences and
sufferings arising fromw onerocus taxation; and
while the people see hundreds of millions
hoarded up in the Nationsl Treasury or stored
away in the vaults of the dealers in gold and
silver coinage, the scarcity of a cireulating
medium for their personal use increases and
adds to their troubles in meeting business
engagements and in satisfying the incessant
demands of national and local tax-gaherers.
Persistence in this policy can have but one
end—the ruin of any party that npholds it,

It is reported that one reason why the
scheme for apnexing San Domingo is so
earnestly pressed is a beliof that this woguisi-
tion will add strength to the Repablican
party, and become to it what the snnexation
of Texas was to the Demoorscy in 1844, U
we do not mistake the signs of the times,
however, the thirst for territorial acquisitions
is rapidiy becoming an abandoned folly; and
San Dowmingo, regarding it in its best aspeet,
is too wnimportant to awaken nationsl en-
thusissm. Fravklin Pierce did not win a
vote by his purchase of a barren strip of terri-
tory on the northern frontier of Mexioco;
Anpdrew Johnson did not gain & partisan by
purchasing Alaska; and while Grant has
already lost some useful friends by his
anxiety to aequire San Domingo, it remains
to be seen how new Republican recruits are
to be gained by the Presidential predilestion
for that sequisition.

If the Republican party is to retain power,
its leaders must cease to waste their energies
in fawily quarrels; doe regard wust be paid
to the interests of the loyal and lovg-suffering
tex-payers of the North; indusiry must be en-
couraged and business stimalated, instead of
belong depressed; and fancifal theories or
ambitions schemes for an evlargoment of
territorial sway must be supplested by an
anxious desire Lo render the greatest possible
assistance and relief to a patient and patriotio

pouple.
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MR. B. L. DAVENPORT.

THE PRAMA, more than any other form of art,
nppenls direotly to the tastes and sympathies
of all classes in the community, oultured as
well as uncultured. A pioture or a statue can
never inspire the same powerful emotions
that a great tragedy does, if it is adequately
represented, and if the effects of the drama
are more evancscent than those of the other
arts, they are at the same time more vivid sad
impressive for the time being, and are un-
derstood and sppreciated by a muoh larger
number of persons. The importance of the
drama, therefore, merely considered as a moral
agent, and without regard to ite influence on
genernl cunlture, cannot be oversstimatad,
and sy intelligent and conscientions effort
to raise the standard of dramatio art is worthy
of the most cordial encouragement. 'The
success of the Chesnut Street Theatre under
ita present mansgement is a matter in whioh
the general public are largely interested, for
if Mr. Davenport does achisve a permanent
suceess in the line which he has marked ont
for himself, the benefits will not acorue
merely to a comparatively small namber of
hubitual playgoers, but will extend them-
selves to an indefinite extent through society
at lurge.

Mr. Davenport has for many years been
acknowledged by the most competent judges
as the most accomplished actor upon the
Awerioan stage, He does not equal Mr, For-
rest in the grandeur which make some por-
tivns of that gentleman's performances un-
a; proschable; he does mnot equal Mr. Booth
iu his fuculty for inventing new and attrac-
tive stage-business, or in his exqnisite taste
in costume, and he may fall below other actors
in some fpecial points. There is no per-
former upon the American stage, however,
who is so thorougbly an artist in all the
essentials of his art, or who ean
spproasch  bim in his wonderful
versatility, Mr. Forrest and Mr. Booth oan-
not play comedy at all, and Mr. Mardooh,
who is & most delightful comedian, is more
of an elocutiouist than an actor when he at-
tempts tregedy; but Mr. Davenport can play
tragedy snd comedy, meledrama and faroe, in
ull varicties, with equal facility, and that his
tragedy is up to the highest mark of high art
bis recent performance of the part of “‘Sir
Giles Overreach”” has sufficiently demon-
straied. Mr. Davenport is not only a great
nctor, but be is a gentlemen of unblemished
reputation, and the assurance which he made
8t the beginning of his season at the
Chesnut, that no immoral performances will
Le given under his management, will most
nudoubtedly be kept; and if the support of
the public is what it should be, plays of the
highest cluss will alone be produced. Mr.
Davenport has already aoccomplished the
henviest portion of his tisk in removing the
prejudices which a number of seasons of bad
wanagement had excited agaivst the Caesnut
Street Theatre, and although he commenced
Lis cereer e8 & wavager uuder a variety
of disadvavtages, be hasx achieved a
succesa that is as  gratifying as it
was unexpected to even his warmest ad-
wirers, It Mr. Davenport has health and
strength to go on with his work, the future
of the Chesnut Sircet Thea'rs cannot be
doubtful, and the citizens of Philede'phia
will not ouly have cause for congratulation in
the fact that the standard drama will have a
permanent home here, but that the most
beautiful of our theatres will be presided
over by the most accomplished of American
actors,

Tue BuoxTyess o Buuxt is a thing beauti-
ful to behold. The New York 7ribune
accused him of stealing $126,000 out of
§200 000 paid nomioally to the Indians;
wherenpon Mr. James G. Bluat wriles a
letter demanding & correction, and assert-
ing that the amouot paid the In-
diens in question was §349,742, out of
which Blunt was paid by the Indians, “‘as per
contract,” the sum of $148,836'80. This
accomplished thief so glories in his rascality
that he is even anxious to clsim oredit for a
lsrger sbare of plunder that is laid at his
door. But be professes to regard the ‘‘trans.
action” us ove that “*has been closed, and is
among the things of the past.” It is, per-
haps, uselesslo attempt a reopening of it;
but it is worth the while of Presideat Grant
to see to it that Blunt's disposition to ‘‘con-
tinue to prosecute business for Indians and
others" is materially obstructed. Under the
new powers recently conferred upon the
Board of Indisn Commissioners, Blunt will
doubtless find 42 per cent., ‘‘as per contract,”
a little more diffionlt to realize than in the
pest. But it will be worth while to watoh
bim, and for everybody to watoh him, and
the whole horde of border thieves of which
be is merely a fair sawple,
